A case that began with a 
complaint about police brutal¬ 
ity in 2003 has ended with a 
decision from the Supreme 
Court of Canada that will allow 
Wayne Penner to move forward 
with a civil suit against the 

Penner says he is "ecstatic" 
after a decade of legal wran¬ 
gling to have the Supreme 
Court rule on his side. 

It's an important decision 
not only for him, but for all 
Canadians, he says, who might 
otherwise be put off from lodg¬ 
ing a complaint to the police 
services board or prevented 
from proceeding with a civil 
suit. 

He took the case to the 
Supreme Court, he says, 
"because I have always felt that 
police should be accountable 
for their actions, and that judg¬ 
es, not police adjudicators, 
have the responsibility to hold 
police accountable. The 
Supreme Court of Canada 
agreed with us. It is a good day 
PENNY COLES Niagara Advance for justice."

Town plans to rejuvenate dock area

After decades of discussion 
and thousands of dollars spent 
on consultants, the Town has set¬ 
tled on a plan to rejuvenate the 
dock area and is ready to move 
forward with its first phase. 

Council has approved a design 
that will spruce up the waterfront 
between the old custom dock, 
now used by jet boats, and 113 
Riverbeach Dr., the property the 
town purchased and now leases 

The shoulder parking area will 
be reduced and delineated with 
cedar bollards to allow for more 
green space, a border of 42 sev¬ 
en-foot tall cedar trees will run 
along the fence beside the jet 
boat operation to block it from 
view, and five benches, possibly 
donated as memorials, will face 
the water. 

An old retaining wall and two 
trees will be removed.

Council also agreed to a 
five-foot wide path of lime¬ 
stone screening, a surface 
hard enough to be accessi¬ 
ble to wheelchairs but more 
natural in appearance than 
pavement, to follow the 
route of the old train tracks 
from Delatre St. to Ball St. 

Last December, council¬ 
lors rejected a consultant's 
vision of the sensitive dock 
area which included a 
three-storey building for 
commercial and residential 
use, with small shops and 
restaurants. Instead, they 
said they hoped to see the 
area remain a natural, pas¬ 
sive green space, with a 
path that would make it 
accessible to everyone. 

Taking those comments 
into account, the Town's 
own parks and recreation 
department staff worked 
out the plan that seems to 
have delighted councillors, 
who were enthusiastic with 
their support. 

It comes with a $36,000 
price tag, under the $40,000 
budgeted for the work, and 


includes the cost of a report 
on shoreline protection. 

The Town will ask Baird 
and Associates, the compa¬ 
ny that was hired to handle 
shoreline protection at 
Queen's Royal Park and 
Ryerson Park, to develop 
design options to stabilize 


the stretch of shoreline 
beside the jet boat dock. 

The dock area work will 
be done in phases, as time 
and money permits, with 
shoreline protection one of 
the future stages. 

Much of the work of the 
first phase will be done in- 


house by town staff, says 
parks and recreation direc¬ 
tor Clive Buist, and is 
expected to begin in May. 

Also as part of the first 
phase, Whirlpool Jet Boat 
Tours will be asked to clean 
up their entrance to the 
leased dock, which is "very 


cluttered and not aestheti¬ 
cally pleasing," says the 
report, with signs, posts and 
the gate adding to the clut- 

The goal, the report says, 
is to soften the appearance 
of the property. 

Work on the historic rail¬ 


way turntable in the dock 
area is not included in the 
first phase, but the 
Municipal Heritage 
Committee will be asked to 
propose some options for 
its preservation and for the 
restoration of the stone cul-

NOTL open for business?

Developer Bryce Ivanchuk ques¬ 
tions whether Niagara-on-the-Lake 
is really open for business, as often 
promised by this council. 

Thanks to a sewage treatment 
plant that is near capacity, develop¬ 
ment is being curtailed, and that 
doesn't indicate being open for 
business, he told councillors last 

John Hendricks, the Town's 
senior planner, says developers 
coming to the planning department 
for information, often about rezon¬ 
ing, are told they can begin the pro¬ 
cess, but may have to wait until 
2017, when the new sewage treat¬ 


ment plant is online, to put a shovel in 
the ground. 

In some cases, if they are consider¬ 
ing purchasing property, that infor¬ 
mation may cause them to walk away, 
says Hendricks. 

It's a problem the Town had hoped 
to avoid, but the delay in funding for 
the new Lakeshore Rd. sewage treat¬ 
ment plant, which has now been 
secured, led the region to warn the 
Town last year it could be facing a dire 
situation that needed to be 
addressed. 

Town planners don't think the situ¬ 
ation is quite as dire as the region is 
indicating, said Hendricks, but agreed 
it had to be addressed.

As a result, the town 
came up with a policy that 
allots what sewage capaci¬ 
ty remains for Virgil and 
the OldTown—somewhere 
around 400 to 500 units, 
depending on who is 
counting—to developers 
who already have regis¬ 
tered site plan agreements 
or plans of subdivision, 
with a deadline of two 
years to begin construc¬ 
tion. 

According to the policy 
approved in December, 
700 lots qualified for 
capacity allocation, more 
than is available, but based 
on past history, Hendricks 
said, not all would be ready 
for construction within the 
two-yeardeadline. 

The policy also left open 
some flexibility, allowing 
council to grant exemp¬ 
tions from the policy for 
development projects that 
are in the interest of the 
community and meet spe¬ 
cific criteria, including 
infill lots in an existing 
neighbourhood. 

Ivanchuk, the owner of 
the unbuilt portion of St. 


Andrews Glen on Niagara 
Stone Road in the Old 
Town, has asked council¬ 
lors to grant his develop¬ 
ment an exemption. He 
has 27 townhouse units 
approved of a total of 57, 
already allocated sewage 
capacity, and another 
block waiting for site plan 
approval without capacity. 
But for financing and mar¬ 
keting reasons, he wants to 
move ahead with con¬ 
struction as one project, 
not divided as two sepa¬ 
rate phases. 

He is willing to wait on 
one small block, but is ask¬ 
ing council to consider 
allocating him capacity for 
22 units. 

He reminded council¬ 
lors that residents of St. 
Andrews Glen have been 
waiting a long time for 
completion of tide subdivi¬ 
sion, and when he bought 
the property from the orig¬ 
inal owner, he helped work 
out some unresolved

ments where storm water 
may be getting into the 
sewer system and reduc¬ 
ing treatment capacity. 

Similar studies have 
been undertaken in recent 
years in the Old Town, but 
there may be more that 
can be done to reduce 
storm water infiltrating the 
sewer system, said 
Hendricks. 

The Town is hoping 
developers will help fund 
that initiative, and 
Ivanchuk indicated that 


should he be granted the 
capacity he requires, he 
would be interested in 
participating in that pro- 

The regional report on 
limited sewage capacity 
came on the heels of a pro¬ 
posal to build the Two 
Sisters Estate Winery on 
John Street, which would 
have taxed the system, said 
Hendricks. 

That property has been 
planted with grapes, but 
the actual wine produc¬ 
tion facility is in the Virgil 
Business Park.

Congrats to Town on dock area plan 


It’s been a long time coming, 
decades at least, and we’re not sure 
anybody could estimate how many 
dollars have been spent along the 
way—there have been that many 
studies, public meetings, consultants’ 
reports and workshops about what to 
do with the dock area. 

The one aspect residents and 
councillors seemed to agree on over 
the years is that less is better—the 
area should remain as passive as pos¬ 
sible, retaining green space. 

Dock area residents don’t want to 
see an influx of cars or tourists to 
their neighbourhood, but most agree 
that the waterfront should be more 
accessible, more pleasurable for 
locals to visit. 

The plan that was finally accepted 
and will be implemented, with work 
beginning next month, is a design by 
the parks and recreation department 


staff. And most of the work will be 
carried out by parks staff as time per- 

After all the money that has been 
spent, after all the discussions that 
have taken place, many acrimonious, 
the solution was right here under our 
noses. 

Parks staff took all the comments 
to heart and came up with a simple 
design. Even the path of limestone 
screening, which provides accessibil¬ 
ity to those in wheelchairs, will have a 
more natural, more heritage feel to it 
than pavement. 

We look forward to seeing the jet 
boat operation clean up their clutter 
on the town dock, as town staff is ask¬ 
ing, and to sitting of an evening on a 
parkette bench, enjoying the water- 

To those responsible, thank you 
for this lovely, simple design.

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Runner describes marathon experience that will be forever changed 


It was a relief for all of us to 
hear that the Niagara contin¬ 
gent that had travelled to 
Boston for this year's mara¬ 
thon, both runners and sup¬ 
porters, was safe. 

Most had finished the race 
before the explosions—some 
just minutes before—at the 
four-hour mark, but there were 
a few who had not, who did 
not finish, prevented by the 
tragedy that was unfolding 
ahead of them. 

Deanna Simpson, a 
Niagara-on-the-Lake runner 
who made the news when she 
travelled to New York City for 
the marathon that didn't hap¬ 
pen, thanks to Hurricane 
Sandy, received several calls

and messages yesterday from 
friends to ensure she was safe. 

She wasn't running, and 
had decided to stay home 
rather than make the trip as a 


spectator. She ended up mes¬ 
saging friends to find out if 
they were safe. 

"Fortunately, I didn't quali¬ 
fy for Boston," she says. 

She helped put into per¬ 
spective Monday's horrific ter- 

press time we were no doser 
to knowing who was respon¬ 
sible or what the motive could 
possibly be—it seems safe to 
call it a terrorist attack. 

Marathons tend to be joy¬ 
ful, upbeat, positive experi¬ 
ences for runners, their reward 
for their efforts, and spectators 
help to make them thus, she 

She describes an energy, a 
great vibe that comes from 


those who watch, cheering on 
runners and making them feel 
their intense training has been 
every bit worth the extreme 
effort 

The Boston Marathon for 
some is even more of a joyous 
occasion, Simpson explains, 
because runners must qualify 
to partidpate, but the race 
itself isn't a qualifier for any 
other competition. 

Runners, she says, espe- 
dallylovetheBostonMarathon 
for that reason—they can 
focus on enjoying the experi- 

Getting to it is such an 
important goal to runners that 
they often talk of their BQ, or 
the qualifying time they would 


need to run the Boston 
Marathon—formany, depend¬ 
ing on age and gender, that is 
around four hours, she says. 

What happened at the fin¬ 
ish line, with three people 
killed, including a young boy, 
and many injured, will have 
altered that experience, for 
some, likely forever. 

She wonders, with several 
important marathons coming 
up, and a "iconic" 89-kilometre 
event in South Africa, whether 
runners will have in their 
minds the potential for more 
terrorist attacks. 

To dear her mind of her 
worries, and to honour those 
who were in Boston, Monday 
night, she and a friend went 


for a run. 

"What dse could we do," 
she says. 

It's a shame that runners 
who work hard and love their 
sport must now find it tar¬ 
nished in such a way, possibly 
permanendy. 

We have to hope that the 
perpetrators of this appalling 
deed are found and swiftly 
brought to justice, that run¬ 
ners may be able to partidpate 
in future events without hav¬ 
ing to fear for their lives, able 
to once again enjoy the beauty 
of their sport, with spectators 
cheering them on, lifting their 
spirits, and creating a joyous 
event that celebrates their

strategies, the fate and the 
pharmaceuticals it takes to 
raise a child with special 

McDonald was sharing 
her family story of living with 
autism at the InfoHealth pre¬ 
sentation at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Public Library last 

When her son Spencer was 
11 months he learned sud¬ 
denly, not to walk, but to run. 
He climbed on everyone. He 
smelled everything. He was 
constantly moving, agitated, 
spitting and screaming, a high 
pitched screaming that noth¬ 
ing seemed to abate. “For our 
family, there was no gentle 
introduction to autism," said 
McDonald. 

Medical students Ginette 
Moores and Caitlin Jago talk¬ 
ed of a wide variety of dis¬ 
abilities parents face, and the 
challenges faced by families 
who need a team approach 
for support. But it was the 
compelling journey for the

McDonald family, who has 
lived with autism for the past 
23 years, that was central to 
the presentation. 

With both humour and 
tears McDonald talked about 
the commitment of parents, 
family, and community 
required to help special needs 
children. 

While listening to her pre¬ 
sentation I found myself 
recalling situations where I’ve 
misunderstood individuals 
with special needs, or their 
family caregivers. I’ve been 
slow to learn not to assume 
quick answers for the chal¬ 
lenges lived daily by others. 
I've also learned from friends 
with special needs to listen for 


their creative solutions to 
overcoming barriers. 

McDonald shared an 
anecdote about Spencer and 
their Dalmatian dog. One day 
Spencer decided all the dots 
on the dog’s coat needed to 
be connected with a purple 
magic marker. Autism is all 
about relevance, she said. 

When Spencer was just 
beginning to use phrases the 
family was thrilled the night 
he said grace at the supper 
table. “Bless this food, please 
drive up,” he announced rev¬ 
erently in imitation of an 
intercom at a fast food restau- 

Humour and tears are not 
far apart 

Applying for funding for 
home help, it seemed like 
parents had to outgun each 
other telling the province sto¬ 
ries that would move them 
ahead in the queue for sup¬ 
port, said McDonald. 

“It’s not easy to prostate 
yourself, to say you need help, 
when you're already drown¬ 
ing with self-doubt, and the 
guarded opinions from pro¬ 
fessionals and the angry stares 
of strangers who feel within 
their right to yell at you for the 


behavior of your child, have 
you bleeding through a thou¬ 
sand cuts.” 

At times families with chil¬ 
dren of special needs can be 
creative to gain support. The 
McDonalds took Spencer to 
Toronto and let him run up 
and down the halls at Queen’s 
Park, she said. 

“Spencer has certainly 
tested our limits as a family. 
He's made us weak and he's 
made us strong. Because of 
how we had to modify our 
home life, our other three 
sons simply remember life 
being an adventure.” 

Living with special needs 
creates a sense of gratitude 
with every little gain. Spencer 
was a pioneer of integration 
and his advancements were a 
testament to the teachers and 
students at his school. But 
with each little success it 
seemed new barriers arise. As 
long as a child is eligible to be 
in the school system there are 
supports, and more impor¬ 
tantly structures to guide life. 
Once high school was fin¬ 
ished, and his older brothers 
moved on, Spencer lost the 
structure that defined his 
value and work, his mother 


The past three years have 
been particularly difficult for 
Spencer and the McDonald 
family as they’ve felt more 
vulnerable and horribly 
frightened than any time over 
the past two decades, 
McDonald said. The "GPS" 
thathadguided them through 
the school years led them to 
the edge of a cliff where there 
were no programs for high 
functioning young adults with 
autism. Spencer’s communi¬ 
cation disorder left him lost 
and alone. 

Yes, there are community 
programs to help. There are 
day programs, but they are 
not daily. There are resources, 
but when faced with constant 
demands there is never 
enough when living with a 
situation where the intensity 
never lets up. 

McDonald said, “While 
there have been tremendous 
challenges for us as a family, 
we have received community 
support helping us connect 
the dots, as Spencer did with 
the Dalmatian. The growth in 
understanding is not over, 
because as Spencer ages there 
need to be an expanding 


capacity built into the system 
of supports to promote 
accommodation for the 
unique needs of adults with 
autistic spectrum disorders.” 

As all of us age we are faced 
with changes in our routines 
and our surroundings. There 
are changes we welcome as a 
means of growth, and chang¬ 
es we resist as a means of 
loss. 

Families with a special 
needs child face additional 
changes as they age, and their 
child grows into adulthood. 

I was listening closely as 
McDonald said, “There is 
nothing warm and fuzzy 
about a disorder that leaves a 
person vulnerable to which¬ 
ever lens the world chooses to 
do the viewing. There is a 
deep level of grieving for all 
the challenges we’ve had to 

Concluding the session Dr. 
Kerry Boyd, who has known 
the McDonald family over the 
years, indicated, “ The medi¬ 
cal team has to learn from the 
people on the front line - the 
parents - because we don’t 
always get it right.” 

As a community let’s help 
each other connect the dots.

The Niagara-on-the- 
Lake man's lawsuit stems 
from events that began a 
decade ago when he went 
to court to support his wife 
Marlene, who was fighting a 
traffic ticket She had been 
ticketed by a Niagara 
Regional Police officer for 
not having a licence plate 
on the front of her cor¬ 
vette—it was on her dash- 

But before her day in 
court was finished Penner 
had been removed from the 
courtroom and arrested for 
disruptive behaviour. The 
Supreme Court decision 
states it was alleged that he 
refused to stop interrupting 
and to leave when asked to 
do so, and resisted arrest by 
NRP Cons. Nathan Parker, 
who had issued the ticket, 
and another officer, who 
both used force to remove 
him from the courtroom. 

Handcuffed, the decision 
says by way of background, 
Penner was taken to the 
police station where he sus¬ 
tained a black eye, scrapes, 
a bruised knee and other 
injuries, and was taken to a 
hospital for treatment. 
When he was returned to 
the police station he was 
charged with causing a dis¬ 
turbance, breach of proba¬ 
tion and resisting arrest. All 
charges were withdrawn in 


June 2003. 

Penner filed a complaint 
under the Police Services 
Act, alleging unlawful arrest 
and unnecessary use of 
force, and at the same time 
he launched a civil suit 
against the officers and the 
police service. 

Ahearingofficer appoint¬ 
ed by the chief of police 
found the officers not guilty 
of misconduct and dis¬ 
missed the complaint, a 
decision Penner appealed 
to the Ontario Civilian 
Commission on Police 
Services, which reversed 
the hearing officer's deci¬ 
sion, saying the arrest was 
unlawful. 

On further appeal by the 
police, the Ontario 
Divisional Court concluded 
that the officers had legal 
authority to make the arrest 
and restored the hearing 
officer’s decision. The police 
then successfully moved to 
stop Penner's civil suit, and 
that decision was upheld by 
the Ontario Court of 

But lawyer Julian 
Falconer of Toronto, repre¬ 
senting Penner, won the 
right to have an appeal 
heard by the Supreme Court 
of Canada and argued that 
it was unfair to allow a 
police discipline process 
controlled by the chief of 
police to protect the chief 
and his officers from civil

A4-3 decisioninPenner's 
favour was released April 5. 

That allows him to go 
ahead with his civil suit 
against the police, which he 
intends to do—he has 
already given that direction 
to the lawyer who originally 
represented him, he says. 

Barring Penner from 
proceeding with his civil 
suit was a "serious affront to 
basic principles of fairness," 
said the Supreme Court 
decision, and "had the effect 
of permitting the chief of 
police to become the judge 
of his own case, with the 
result that his designate’s 
decision had the effect of 
exonerating the chief and 
his police service from civil 
liability." 

"The police complaints 
system was intended to pro¬ 
tect the public against police 
abuse," said Falconer in a 
media release. 


"It was never intended to 
be used by the police to gain 
a tactical advantage in civil 
proceedings. The Supreme 
Court of Canada declared 
that loudly and clearly." 

Toronto lawyer Tim 
Gleason, representing the 
Canadian Civil Liberties 
Association, also appeared 
before the Supreme Court 
He took the position that to 
allow a police chief to make 
a determination which 
would affect a law suit 
against himself would be 
offensive. 

"It would undermine not 
just the principle of fairness 
but the police complaints 
process," he said. 

Gleason, a civil litigator, 
says he has advised clients 
against filing a complaint 
about police actions 
because it could put a stop 
to any civil case they might 
be planning, just as Penner's 
had, he said.

A bylaw against a long¬ 
standing tradition in town is 
taking residents by surprise 
and costing them a $50 fine.

Forty-year local John 
Wright says he can't remem¬

For decades, locals have 
parked in front of the 
Cenotaph as they popped 
into the store, but then 
bylaw officers began tick¬ 
eting them, says Wright. 

The 15-minute parking 
spots for the convenience 
of locals are often taken 
up, says Wright, so those 
spots behind the store 
have come in handy. 

Store employees told 
him it isn't a case of the 
Liquor Control Board of 
Ontario wanting the park¬ 
ing spots off-limits—it's 
the Town bylaw officers. 

A purchased no-park¬ 
ing sign on one of the back 
doors of the store was put 
there by a customer who 
received a $50 ticket and 
wanted to warn off others, 
says Wright. 

He says it takes a lot to 
get him mad, but the ticket 
he received in the five 
minutes it took him to pop 
into the store made him 
angry, and the situation 
only got worse when he 
went to the town hall in 
Virgil to say he'd been 
issued a ticket in error. 

"I thoroughly expected 
them to look at the ticket 
and say it was a mistake 
and tear it up," he said. 

Instead he was told by 
town staff that they weren't 
rescinding tickets issued 
for parking behind the 
liquor store. 

"That’s it for me," said 
Wright. 

"I won't be setting foot 
in that store again." 

He is assuming, since 
the bylaw officer was near¬ 
by and the liquor store 
employees have heard 
many complaints, that the

Fire department offers fire extinguisher checks 


> Fire and 
Emergency 
Services provide 
mandatory fire 
extinguisher 
inspections 


The town's fire depart¬ 
ment is reminding owners 
and operators of busi¬ 
nesses in Niagara-n-the- 
Lake that it is time to have 
fire extinguishers 
checked. 

Extinguishers must be 
tagged annually to show 


they have been inspected, 
says Ray White, the town's 
fire prevention officer. 

SimplexGrinnell, lead¬ 
ing international compa¬ 
ny in fire protection, will 
be on hand at the Old 
Town fire station on 
Anderson Lane 

Wednesday, April 24, to 
check out fire extinguish¬ 
ers for local business 
owners and operators. 

Each owner has to 
ensure that their extin¬ 
guishers are inspected 
and tagged. White said 
when he sees an untagged 
fire extinguisher it means 
two things, either it's a 
brand new extinguisher 
or it hasn't been checked. 

The date of manufac¬ 
ture of an extinguisher is 
often stamped on the bot¬ 


tom of it, says White. 

The price is $3.50 per 
extinguisher for the annu¬ 
al check and $35 for a 
refurbished extinguisher. 

This is the fifth year the 
Town's fire department 
has offered this program, 
and people who fail to get 
their extinguishers 
inspected annually can 
face up to a $50,000 fine 
for a corporation. 

"Of course, we want to 
avoid all this," said 
White—his goal is to 
ensure every business has 
a working fire extinguish- 

If weather permits the 
fire department will also 
offer a chance to actually 
put out a fire, as well as 
having a display of the 
newest products. 


SimplexGrinnell will be 
providing the fire depart¬ 
ment with their propane 
system which allows, after 
a short explanation, to put 
out the fire. 

If a fire is put out in 
three minutes it has a dra¬ 
matic effect on saving 
lives. White said 94 per 
cent of fire-related deaths 
occur after the fire grows 
beyond its original size. 

"People who have gone 
through a fire always 
explain that they can't 
believe how hot it was and 
how fast it spread," he 
said. 

The Extinguisher 
Service and Practice will 
be held Wednesday, April 
24, from 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. at 
the fire station on 
Anderson Lane.

Having used the 
high-occupancy 
vehicle lanes himself, 
which require two 
or more people in 
a vehicle, when 
driving to Toronto, 


Lepp says he thinks they're a 
good option for reducing 
gridlock without widening 
the footprint of the highway, 
which is wide enough for 
eight lanes. 

Although there was some 
concern about the impact of 
salt spray on bordering ten¬ 
der fruit land, Lepp says he 
doesn't see the problem 
being any more severe by 
adding the carpool lanes, 
and believes safer alterna¬ 
tives to salt will be the way of 
the future. 

NOTL Chamber of 
Commerce executive direc¬ 
tor Janice Thomson says 
that the idea of carpool lanes 
on the QEW is a good one, as 
long as it doesn't involve 
years of re-construction of 
the highway. 

"Currently, I don't believe 
visitors expect that there will 
be traffic delays between 
Toronto and Niagara and 
therefore it isn't an obstacle 


to planning a visit, but it 
makes sense that once 
someone has experienced a 
significant weekend back¬ 
up, they would plan their 
next visit differently, she 

Through some special 
events, the chamber is 
attempting to change the 
visitation pattern by, for 
example, holding an event 
on a Thursday or Monday 
evening, encouraging visi¬ 
tors to extend their weekend 
stay or avoid the Saturday 
drive by staying longer, she

Dead fish on shore not unusual

A large number of dead 
fish found their way to the 
shores at Ryerson Beach in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake last 

Resident Lauren 
O'Malley Norris first 
noticed the fish during one 
of her morning walks and 
was worried about the san¬ 
itary conditions as well as 
the rotting smell that was 
coming from the fish. 

She contacted the Town, 
and was told it would pro¬ 
vide the buckets, shovels 
and gloves for a cleanup. 

She put out a plea on 
her Facebook page looking 
for help, but due to bad 
weather it ended up being 
just her family. 

She said there was about 
50 dead fish that washed 
up on the shore, which is a 
lot on a small beach. 

"There were kids play¬ 
ing with them, and stack¬ 
ing them up. I didn't think 
this was a healthy or safe 
thing for them to be 
doing," she said. 

This is the first time 
she's ever seen something 
like this occur. 

"They were all the same 
kind of fish, but they were 
ail kinds of sizes. It was 
really gross," she said. 

According to the 
Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources, the 
fish are known as gizzard 


shad and the "die-off" is 
normal for this time of 

Lake Erie is the north¬ 
ern-most extent of the giz¬ 
zard shad's range. When 
the temperatures drop they 
become physiologically 
stressed and many die. 

"They die in the winter 
due to cold stress and when 
the ice melts they show up 
on the shore," said the 
ministry's Iolanta 
Kowalski. 

The massive winter 
mortality rate is pretty 
common as the fish is a 
warm water species. Yet it's 
not uncommon to have 
similar situations through 
the summer with tempera¬ 
ture fluctuations, she said. 

There is no cause for 
concern, she said—the fish 
will eventually deteriorate, 
wash back into the water 
and be eaten by wildlife. 

She advised people to 


keep their pets away from 
any rotting fish. 

O'Malley Norris decid¬ 
ed to clear the beach of the 
fish using the supplies pro¬ 
vided to her from the town. 

She filled a bucket with the 
dead fish, which the town 
came by to collect on 
Monday afternoon. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
isn't the only town that has 
seen the gizzard shad 
washing up on the shores 
dead. 

They were first noticed 
along the shore of the 
Welland River when a local 
walker thought it was a 
build-up of ice along the 
shore. It wasn't until he got 
closer that he realized they 
were dead fish. 

Fish have also shown 
up along the shoreline in 
Fort Erie and as far south 
as Pennsylvania for weeks.
